ATTACK ON MALICIOUS INTERFERENCE 


A well-planned attack on malicious inter- 
ference, led by ARRL Southwester Division 
Director, W6EJJ, has been started on the 
West Coast. Enlisted in the battle are area 
congressmen, including Repr. James Corman of 
Van Nuys, a nine-term veteran of the Hoouse of 
Representatives and long time friend of L.A. 
attorney N6AHU and Senator Cranston. Both 
have met with concerned amateurs for brief— 
ings on the jamming problem as well as run—- 
downs on Amateur Radio’s value on the local, 
national, and international level. 


Decision to mount the ATTACK came out of ARRL 
Board of Director's meeting at Baton Rouge, 
when the directors approved W6EJJ's resolu- 
tion directing League General Council Bob 
Booth to meet with FCC senior officials 

and push them for Commission aid in combat— 
ting the on-going problem. At an Aug.6 
meeting Repr. Corman pledged his assistance 
in the effort and promised to take it 

right to Chairman Ferris. He also promised 
to work on related items with the Commission. 
One restriction hampering FCC has been a 
limit placed on using the Long “sach Field 
Office's use of its four mobile monitoring 
units to CB investigations only.

July for the first time in five years— 
operator total down 100 from the all-time 
high «of 365,985 a month earlier.

AMATEUR LICENSING AND RFI are both well covered in a new 
draft of Senator Goldwater's Communications Act rewrite that's 
currently being circulated by Republican members of the Senate 
Communications Subcommittee. Under the proposed draft, which 
is being prepared for introduction early in next year's session, 
Amateur license terms would be extended to 10 years and the FCC 
could "use licensed Amateurs to administer license examinations 
and grant temporary licenses." The FCC would also have "the 
authority to require protective circuitry in consumer electronic 
equipment."' Also covered in the draft is the subject of license 
fees. Thanks W6SAI. ¢ 


HANDICAPPED PROSPECTIVE AMATEURS won't be given special CW 
or written exams, the Commission decided Tuesday in a session 
that held many implications for future Amateur rules, During 
the discussion there were several comments that CW was no longer 
much used by Amateurs, and Chairman Ferris suggested that since 
CW no longer seemed relevant to Amateur activities it should be 
dropped from the requirements for all Amateurs, not just the handi- 
capped! As a result of this discussion there appears to be a dis- 
tinct possibility that the commission could be planning to drop 
CW requirements above 144 MHz, in accordance with present ITU 
Article 41, and later implement further relaxations in line with 
the final WARC position on Amateur CW (HRR 272). 

The Amateur Satellite Service was also discussed in Tuesday's 
commission meeting, After considerable discussion the go-ahead 
was given for a Notice of Proposed Rule Making to establish rules 
for Amateur satellite operation, based on present ITU Amateur 
satellite rules and the experience of AMSAT and the FCC with 
OSCARS 6, 7, and 8, Release of the NPRM is expected shortly. 


day, Canadian Pacific wreck that released chlorine and burning : 
propane gas in Mississauga, Ontario, brought invaluable commun- 
ications assistance from area Amateurs. Almost 250,000 people 
were pulled out of the 60-square-mile area southwest of Toronto 
early Sunday, and severe overloads of area telephone exchanges 

by concerned relatives and friends made phones unreliable despite 
restrictions to "emergency use only." 

With Public Services Channels well occupied with logistical 
problems an aw enforcement, local Amateurs provided the only 
available link for health and welfare traffic. Two-meter sta- 
tions, in each of the 11 emergency shelters hurriedly set up in 
schools, community centers and shopping malls, were responsible 
for reuniting many separated families and reassuring others of 
the safety of relatives and friends. The recently formed COM- 
SONT net on 40 (7195) and another net on 75 (3770) handled the 
longer-haul traffic for the refugees, many of whom were kept 
away from their homes until later in the week. 

At Least 150 Toronto area Amateurs took part, with 2-meter 
repeaters VE3MHZ (Brampton) and VE3SKY (Weston) the principal 
traffic conduits. VE3DRW (Hamilton) and VE3RSB (Burlington) 
also were on alert as backups. Coordination of the vital Amateur 
Radio communications network was by the Ontario Division of the 
Canadian Red Cross, with operation from the emergency shelters, 
hospitals and Red Cross headquarters on a 24-hour, three-shift 
basis throughout the emergency. 

One Incident That Received good press coverage was the re- 
uniting o eaf-mute couple by Amateur Radio after she'd been 
evacuated while he was at church. Her note was passed to the

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HAWAII'S RECENT DEVASTATING STORMS took out power for over 
60 per cent of the island state’s residents, caused tremendous 
property damage and a number of deaths. The inter-island 
2-meter network was knocked out when 115 mph winds wiped out the 
system's hub on Maui's 10,000 foot Mt. Haleakala. MInter-island 
Amateur communications have, however, been maintained on the 
lower bands for the emergency, particularly on 40 meters. 

On Oahu, Amateurs Manned each of the Civilian Defense District 
Emergency Operations Centers and the main centers at Diamond Head 
and Honolulu city hall around the clock, while a staff of Amateurs 
at the National Weather Service's Meteorlogical Forecast Office 
provided weather updates. Amateurs provided a great deal of emer- 
gency information not available from other sources, and with both 
power and telephones still out at the end of the week, they were 
using portable and mobile equipment to fill in communications gaps 
in many areas. Thanks KH6DD, Westlink. 


"NO PERMIT'' RECIPROCAL operation by U.S. Amateurs in Canada 
and Canadian Amateurs in the U.S. goes into effect January 21. 
The Department of Communications agreed with the FCC to make the 
rules relaxation effective on that date, so starting Monday the 
Amateurs of either country can operate as freely across the border 
as they do at home. Novices, for whom there is no Canadian equiv- 
alent, will apparently be excluded. 


JINXES CONTINUE TO PLAGUE the just-ended Palmyra/Kingman DX- 
pedition, which began with a plane crash (HRR 285). Operation 
leader K6LPL slipped and fell Friday as the group was preparing 
to leave Palmyra, cutting his left hand so badly he had to be 
air evacuated to Honolulu for treatment. After a six-hour oper- 
ation to repair the damage to his hand, Dave flew back to Cali- 
fornia Tuesday for further treatment. Thanks Westlink.

"PLAIN LANGUAGE" AMATEUR RULES are now moving toward reality, 
following the Commission's adoption Wednesday of a Notice of Pro- 
posed Rule Making for plain language radio control rules. Staff 
losses from John Johnston's Rules group will unquestionably slow 
the effort, however (HRR 285). 

ASCII Implementation may not be too far off after all, how- ~ 
ever. New rules encompassing ASCII have been drafted and could 
go to the Commissioners for approval as early as the end of this 
month or the middle of February. 


75 METER BROADCAST STATIONS planned by the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation could we appear on the air as early as June, 
1981, according to a senior CBC official interviewed by CARF last 
week. Fortunately, only one or possibly two are projected for the 
Sackville, New Brunswick, installation, where curtain antennas 
will be directed northwest into the Canadian arctic. As total 
transmitter bandwidth is to be limited to eight kHz, relatively 
little of the top end of 75 will actually be occupied. 

250 Kilowatt Transmitters are to be used in CBC's arctic ser- 
vice, however, so even with main antenna lobes pointed northward 
some strong lobes should be heard in the U.S. New England and the 
East Coast will be especially susceptible. With only one (or two) 
channels in use, disturbance of U.S. Amateur operations is not 
expected to be severe. (=~ 
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A NEW RUSSIAN AMATEUR SATELLITE is thought to be in the works, 
with European sources rumoring that the launch will be February oe 
Signals sounding like spacecraft telemetry, sometimes identify- 
ing as "RS3" on CW, were heard on 29474 starting last Friday. 
Bearings taken by a number of Amateurs throughout the world placed 
those signals as originating in central Siberia. Similar signals 
have also been copied on 29390, apparently originating from ground 
tests in southwestern Russia. 

A Watch For Further such activity continues on the high end 
of 10 meters. Anyone hearing possible Russian spacecraft ground 
test transmissions should make tapes and send them to KIHTV for 
analysis.

THIRD PARTY BUSINESS COMMUNICATIONS via Amateur Radio would 
be permitted under rules changes in a Petition for Rule Making 
filed with the FCC by N@BGP. Comments on RM-3562 must be filed 
with the Commission by March 2, with a copy to the petitioner. 

Expansion Of General Class frequency assignments is sought 
in another petition, designated RM-3565, filed by W9MCJ. Com- 
ments on that petition are also due by March 2. 


RFI FROM AND TO PERSONAL COMPUTERS has been a problem for 

ateurs who ve become involved in both hobby areas, and it will 
be multiplied greatly when computer-to-computer communications 
via Amateur Radio becomes a reality shortly. The FCC has new 
RFI standards for computers due to go into effect July 1, but 
a number of computer makers are objecting strongly to that date 
and want it extended — some by as much as two years. The Com- 
missioners are likely to consider the question later this month. 


DENTRON IS PLANNING many new products for this year's Dayton 
Hamvention. Leading off is a very compact 100-watt HF transceiver 
with digital readout, complete with AC supply in a 4x10x15(d) 
cabinet. Its matching kilowatt linear measures only 4x7x15(d), 
also with AC. Accessories include RF speech processor, and keyer. 

New Antenna Tuners include the multi-feature DTR-3KA, which 
includes a thermostatically protected 2-kW PEP dummy load, out- 
board insertion VSWR coupler and 6:1 vernier tuning, and the AT-3, 
a 3-kW basic antenna tuner with dual meters and antenna switching.

yeec'S 10-METER-LINEAR BAN was upheld in a unanimous decision 
by, #9 U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Washington last week. 
i Fa had 


characterized the ban as "senseless administrative 
overkill" in its suit, but the three-judge panel agreed unani- 
mously that the Commission had not abused its administrative 
powers in deciding on the ban as a means of limiting CB misuse 
of linears, which had triggered rapid growth of TVI complaints. 
The League's Objection to the ban was not without merit, the 
court noted. Judge Edward A. Tamm wrote in the decision: ''Had 
we been the rule makers in the case, we might have been more hes- 
itant in encroaching on the domain of the innocent Amateur Radio 
operators.'' Traditionally, it has been unusual for a court to 
overturn an administrative agency's ruling, except in cases where 
the agency has been shown to have "abused the broad policy making 
discretion granted it by Congress" and to have “acted beyond the 
scope of its rule making authority." 


AMATEUR RADIO'S NEW 10-MHZ BAND should be limited to CW only, 
the IARU Region 1 Executive Committee agreed at its London meeting 
last week, to provide maximum utilization of the shared 50-kHz 
allocation when it becomes available January 1, 1982. No action 
is likely by Region 1 Amateur organizations until April, 1981, 
however, when the next Region 1 Triennial meeting is scheduled. 

Strong Support for an all-CW ''30-meter" band has also been 
registere y U.S. Amateurs who have written ARRL headquarters on 
the subject, with only a small minority advocating setting aside 
sub-bands for other modes. A few have also suggested it have a 
lower power limit, a desirable idea since lower power would tend 
to reduce interference with the other services sharing the band. 
Further Strengthening of IARU and the international Amateur 
during WARC was the principal topic of 
the meeting, at which IARU President VE3CJ and Secretary W1RU 
were the only non-Region 1 attendees. 


OSCAR 8 CELEBRATES ITS 2ND birthday on March 5,with an OSCAR 8 
QSL bearing a special birthday endorsement being offered to com- 
memorate the event. Any Amateur copying OSCAR 8 29.4 or 435.09 MHz 
telemetry from March 5 through 8 is eligible; send reports with an 
SASE and 25¢ to ARRL to receive the attractive special card. 


CLUB CALLSIGNS are on the Commission's agenda for discussion 
at the March [3th meeting. The proposal to eliminate them will 
be presented as a 'Decision/Evaluation" memo, with various alter- 
natives — and their costs — detailed for the Commissioners to 
work from as they make their decision. 


TWO NEW RUSSIAN AMATEUR SATELLITES should be launched and in 
operation by the end of February, JRISWB, secretary of JAMSAT, 
reports. He says he was told of the forthcoming launch by a 
high ranking official of the Russian Radiosport Federation. 

The two satellites, designated "RS-3" and "RS-4," are both sup- 
posed to be checked out and ready to go. This report seems to 
confirm recent suspicions that unusual 10-meter signals heard 
from Russia in mid-January were satellite related. 

OSCAR Users And Other Amateurs are urged to watch the 29.3 
to 29.5 MHz slot carefully for wusual telemetry signals, and 
report anything unusual to AMSAT or ARRL. 

AMSAT's Phase 3 Spacecraft is going together right on sched- 
ule, despite its being more complex than the previous eight OSCARs 
combined. Moreover, the new satellite is a very expensive bird. 
It cost over $90,000 in 1979 and is projected to run more than 
$150,000 before it's launched later this year. As a result, 
AMSAT's funds have been seriously depleted. In view of the across- 
the-board dues increase scheduled for this summer and the current 
need, now is the ideal time for present members to renew, and for 
new members to join, at the $10-per-year rate for as many years 
as desired. Solar cell subscriptions, at $10 per cell, are still 
offered, and for a minimum $1000 contribution — at least for a 
few more weeks — contributors will have their names inscribed 
on a plaque mounted on the spacecraft before it's launched. As 
an added bonus, the highest contribution over $1500 will be re- 
warded with a very clean 75S3C receiver contributed by WA9AHZ.

OWNERS OF REPEATERS MUST BEAR responsibility for what goes out 
Field Office Engineer-in-Charge Larry 

¢ told an Anaheim Amateur Radio Club meeting last week. His 
The question arose 
when Larry, himself K6EZM, spoke to the club on the subject of 
malicious interference, a topic that's been particularly hot in 
southern California recently. Exactly what enforcement action 
they'd take wasn't spelled out, but he did say that, under their 
interpretation of the rules, regulatory violations committed over 


a repeater would be treated as if the repeater owner had made them. 


General Agreement with that far-reaching concept was expressed 
by a majority of the Amateurs attending, though several repeater 
Owners pointed out that this would leave them no choice other than 
to "pull the plug" on their machines whenever a maverick operator 
wanted them to. Thanks K6CAJ via Westlink. 

A Repeater In Southeast Wisconsin was reported to have been 
shut down by the FCC last week, with a number of "Show Cause" 
citations issued. According to preliminary reports, the repeater 
itself, the sponsoring club, and a number of users were all cited 
for numerous rules violations in that crackdown. 

On The HF Bands, W2LTP reports that a station that's been jam- 
ming his 40-meter "HHH Net"! (HRR 222) for the last six weeks was 
nailed by FCC investigators January 22 and was found to be an 
Advanced Class Amateur operating in Colorado. According to the 
FCC's Denver Field Office, the jammer was cited for violations 
of Part 97.91; one-way transmissions; 97.121, operating with a 
callsign not assigned by the FCC; and 97.125, deliberately inter- 
fering with established communications. 

The Malicious Interference problem was also addressed at last 
month's ARRL Board meeting, with an ad hoc committee to study the 
problem authorized by Minute 65. ‘League First Vice President 
WPBWJ has just been named by President W2HD to head that committee, 
with Directors KMGA and W5EDZ and Vice Directors W2IHA and WB6UIA 
selected to serve on it. WI1UED will be headquarters liaison. 

Amateurs With Ideas, information or suggestions for solving 
the malicious interference problem should contact WOBWJ at his 
Callbook (or Page 8, QST) address. An editorial heralding this 
new attack on the growing problem will appear in March OST. 


THE DISASTER COMMUNICATIONS Service under Part 99 of the FCC 
Rules wou be eliminated in favor‘of a "Disaster Response Pro- 
gram" under Part 90, Local Government Service, if General Docket 
80-7 becomes part of the rules. Under the Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making adopted last month, present Part 99 frequencies and 
authorizations would fall under Part 90. Amateurs active in CD 
or other emergency programs would probably be affected. 


NOAA WEATHER BROADCASTS may not be transmitted via Amateur 
stations, the Commissioners confirmed Wednesday in denying RM-3457. 
The Commission noted that weather information is available 
many other sources, and thus the ban on the retransmission of 
"broadcasts" by Amateurs is still desirable. 

That Ban, it should be noted, also applies to all other 
"broadcasts," including WWV's time and propagation reports. 

Reports On Which Of The Questions an Amateur (or commercial) 
license applicant got wrong cannot be provided by the FCC, 
Commission also decided Wednesday. In dismissing RM-2665 the 
Commissioners noted the cost of such a program was estimated to 
be about $300,000, money that could be better spent elsewhere. 

Finally, "Temporary" Amateur licenses, to be issued to a family 
member or frien y an Amateur whose call they'd use, were also 
rejected by the Commissioners. In dismissing RM-2774 and RM-3000 
they noted that such a procedure would be too prone to abuse. 


NOVICES AND TECHS WILL be able to operate in Canada under the 
new no-permit rules relaxation. However, they'll be limited to 
the operating privileges they enjoy with their class of license 
when operating in the United States. Thanks CARF News Service.

RULES PERMITTING ASCII for U.S, Amateurs were adopted at the 
Sommission's Agenda meeting on Wed ° ‘ay, with its use on Amateur 


Wy vands likely as soon as ded Maren yin adopting the third Report 


and Order on Docket 20777, the Commission specified that Amateur 
ASCII transmissions must conform to ANSI Standard X3.4-1968, with 
Fl (only) used on frequencies presently authorized for RTTY use 
between 3.5 and 21.25 MHz at a maximum rate of 300 baud. On RTTY 
frequencies between 28 and 225 MHz, Fl, F2, and A2 may be used, 
at a transmission rate up to 1200 baud. Above 420 MHz, Fl, F2, 
and A2 are all permitted, with a baud rate up to 19.6 kilobaud. 
Under The New Rule Section 97,.69(b), ASCII will be permitted 
not only for conventional communications but also for such pur- 
poses as computer~-to-computer communications, computer control of 
repeaters and other Amateur stations, and packet communications. 
No changes were made in present bandwidth limitations, however, 
and at press time further action on 20777 Docket appears unlikely. 
The Precise Date on which use of ASCII will be permitted will 


probably be available next week. 


AN APPARENT THREAT TO 220 MHZ has surfaced in the FCC's con- 
sideration of a new inland waterways communications system. FCC 
General Docket 80-1 (January 16 Federal Register, pages 3064-3070) 


proposes an automated ship-to-shore communications system for 
Mississippi River tugboats, towboats, and barges by amending Parts 
2, 81, and 83 of the Rules. Though river users had originally 
petitioned for frequencies between 150 and 170 MHz, the Commission 
instead proposed 216-220 or 806-890 MHz because of congestion in 
the lower frequency band. 

The Challenge To The 220-225 MHz Amateur band doesn't appear 
until the NPRM'’s summary, where paragraph 26 says, "...we are 
proposing to allovate frequencies in either the 216-225 MHz band 
or the 806-890 MHz band.""' The use of 225 instead of 220 MHz at 
this point could be dismissed as a typographical error, since all 
other references to that band in the docket specify 216-220. How- 
ever, an Amateur who raised the question with one of the lawyers 
involved in the docket's preparation was told the wider band would 
certainly be an advantage as the increased offset this would make 
possible would improve the duplex communications system's perform- 
ance at low cost!

U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Washington last week. 

had characterized the ban as "senseless administrative 
overkill" in its suit, but the three-judge panel agreed unani- 
mously that the Commission had not abused its administrative 
powers in deciding on the ban as a means of limiting CB misuse 
of linears, which had triggered rapid growth of TVI complaints.

Exactly what enforcement action 
they'd take wasn't spelled out, but he did say that, under their 
interpretation of the rules, regulatory violations committed over 


a repeater would be treated as if the repeater owner had made them. 


General Agreement with that far-reaching concept was expressed 
by a majority of the Amateurs attending, though several repeater 
owners pointed out that this would leave them no choice other than 
to "pull the plug" on their machines whenever a maverick operator 
wanted them to. Thanks K6CAJ via Westlink. 

A Repeater In Southeast Wisconsin was reported to have been 
shut down by the FCC last week, with a number of "Show Cause" 
citations issued. According to preliminary reports, the repeater 
itself, the sponsoring club, and a number of users were all cited 
for numerous rules violations in that crackdown. 

On The HF Bands, W2LTP reports that a station that's been jam- 
ming his 40-meter "HHH Net'' (HRR 222) for the last six weeks was 
nailed by FCC investigators January 22 and was found to be an 
Advanced Class Amateur operating in Colorado. According to the 
FCC's Denver Field Office, the jammer was cited for violations 
of Part 97.91, one-way transmissions; 97.121, operating with a 
callsign not assigned by the FCC; and 97.125, deliberately inter- 
fering with established communications.

Under the Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making adopted last month, present Part 99 frequencies and 
authorizations would fall under Part 90.

NOAA WEATHER BROADCASTS may not be transmitted via Amateur 
stations, the Commissioners confirmed Wednesday in denying RM-3457.

ASCII transmissions must conform to ANSI Standard X3.4-1968, with 
Fl (only) used on frequencies presently authorized for RITY use 
between 3.5 and 21.25 MHz at a maximum rate of 300 baud. On RITY 
frequencies between 28 and 225 MHz, Fl, F2, and A2 may be used, 
at a transmission rate up to 1200 baud. Above 420 MHz, Fl, F2, 
and A2 are all permitted, with a baud rate up to 19.6 kilobaud. 

Under The New Rule Section 97.69(b), ASCII will be permitted 
not only for conventional communications but also for such pur- 
poses as computer-to-computer communications, computer control of 
repeaters and other Amateur stations, and packet communications.

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FCC AUTHORIZATION(IS/REQUIRED for mari \e mobile operation 
FromeanUsor ag vessel, according to Sed Jn 302(s) of the Com- 
munications Act. In a follow-up letter to the FCC letter to 
WA4AIY cited in HR Report 293, which had seemed to indicate that 
any nation's valid Amateur license would be legal for operation 
on board a U.S. ship, the Commission will state that though a 
foreign licensee could legally conduct such operations he would 
first have to have an FCC-issued reciprocal permit for such oper- 
ation to be legal. As a reciprocal permit is not available to 
U.S. citizens (Part 97.101 provides for reciprocal operation only 
by alien Amateurs), a U.S. citizen thus must have a U.S. Amateur 
license to operate legally from a U.S. vessel! 

The Earlier Letter had been written to WA4ATY in response to 
certain specific questions he had posed about maritime mobile 
operation, but has since been widely publicized in the Caribbean 
area as a general FCC policy statement. Because of this misunder- 
standing the follow-up letter, which will go to WA4AIY shortly, 
will cite all the applicable rules so there can be no further 
confusion over the FCC's intention to oversee U.S. Amateur oper- 
ation on U.S. registered ships. 

Regulations For Maritime Mobile operators on U.S. vessels are 
the same as those for operation from U.S. territory, so violators 
would be subject to such penalties as seizure of equipment, fines, 
or even imprisonment upon return to a U.S. port. 


THE AMATEUR WHO THREATENED the FCC engineers who were invest-. 
igating his possible jamming activities in Los Angeles last fall 
was indicted by a federal grand jury March 19. John W. Munson, 
Jr., K6EOA, was jailed for 20 days in October as a result of that 
incident (HRR 272, 274), but released when the U.S. attorney in , 
the case decided not to proceed on felony charges against him at 
that time. The two-part indictment was handed down Wednesday ., 
after the grand jury heard transcripts of transmissions from K6EOA 
in which he allegedly said, "Hey, I wonder if I jam if I can get 
those guys to show up again," (after he'd refused FCC engineers a 
look at his station during a jamming investigation). "I'd like to 
shoot me a couple of feds.'"' In another transmission he allegedly 
made a similar threat against another Amateur operator. 

Munson Was Arraigned on Monday and now awaits setting of a 
court date. In the meantime he's reported still active on 2-meter 


A SIGNIFICANT TOWER DECISION against the Seattle building 
department was won on February 29 by K/RI. The city hearing 
examiner decided, after a half day of testimony, that the 
building department incorrectly interpreted an ordinance which 
would have required K7RI to lower his tower from 45.17 to 35 feet. 

In Her Decision, the hearing examiner suggested that the 
building department "consider zoning ordinance amendment to 
cover the technical requirements of this hobby, while protecting 
neighbors from interference caused by Amateur Radio transmission. 
Since there is likely to be more interference from low trans- 
mission structures where radio waves are down among the buildings, 
the current ordinance may need revision."

FCC'S THREAT TO THE 220 MHZ band (HRR 288) has finally been 
On Tuesday the Commission issued its third set of cor- 
rections on General Docket 80-1, which proposed a new communica- 
tions system for the nation's inland waterways. This time — at 
last — the paragraph 26 reference to 216-225 MHz was changed to 
216-220 MHz, as it probably should have been in the first place. 
Just How Much Influence Amateur Radio's strong negative re- 
action to that reference — intentional or accidental — actually 
had may never be known, but it was surely a factor. With Amateur 
bands out of the docket, further formal comments by the Amateurs 
are not necessary. 


CARLOS ROBERTS, FCC Personal Radio Bureau Chief, had a key 
role in the ARRL Long Range Planning Committee's meeting last 
weekend in Gaithersburg. Carlos told a dozen committee members 
and League officials that Amateur Radio suffers an "identity 
crisis" at the Commission, moving from its traditional role as 
technical innovators. Part of this could be communications, he 
added — many comparable groups are far more visible in Washing- 
ton, and as a result are much more helpful to agencies like the FC 

He Questioned Whether Amateur Radio should remain as it now is 
(and whether it cou grow further or had reached saturation) 
become broader and take in more of the public, or more narrow and 
technical.

AMATEURS WOULD NEED GIVE only their own calls when eiprfing , 
clear with another station, under a Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
released by the Commission Wednesday: Personal Radio Docket 80- 
136 would amend Part 97.84(a) of the rules to drop the present 
requirement, frequently ignored in contests and often overlooked 
at other times, that an Amateur sign clear with another station 
when ending a contact. With the proposed amendment, an Amateur 
station would need give only its own callsign at the beginning 
or end of each transmission or series of transmissions (and at 
10 minute intervals, of course), with no need to send any other 
station's call at any time during a contact. 

International Third Party traffic would provide the only ex- 
ception to the proposed rules relaxation. International regula- 
tions do require both stations to send both callsigns when they 
are handling international third-party traffic. ; 

Comments On PR Docket 80-136 are due at the Commission by 
July , and Reply Comments by August 15.

In its 
denial, the FCC said no evidence had been presented to show the 
desired amplifiers could not be modified for CB use, making them 
a source of interference the ban was supposed to eliminate.

COMPLAINTS TO THE FCC ABOUT AMATEUR operations have tripled 
in the past year, and though the Amateur service is still consid- 
ered to be probably the best in compliance of all the services ad- 
ministered by the Commission, this rapid increase signals a very 
alarming trend that shouldn't be allowed to continue. The increase 
lies principally in two areas; net operations on the hf bands, and 
on repeaters. In both areas the problem is mainly one of jamming, 
willful and deliberate interference, an area that's been widely 
publicized since Southern California Amateurs enlisted the aide 
of California Congressman James Corman last summer (HRR 265). 

A Major Attack on the interference problem, concentrating in 
those two areas and likely enlisting the active aid of Amateur 
observers, is now being prepared within the FCC. Final details 
of the plan are now being worked out between the participating 
bureaus, and could be announced as soon as mid April. 


UNUSUAL PROPAGATION EFFECTS are likely,  ssibly extending 
over much of the earth, en a major baritNsnjection experiment 
takes place in early June, Carried on the French Ariane rocket, 
which will also take the Phase III Amateur satellite into orbit 
when it's launched from French Guiana on May 23, the barium 
release experiment will take place at 30,000 miles above the 
earth, well above the ionosphere. Its purpose is to study plasma 


behavior in a vacuum, and the resulting celestial fireworks. should 


be the most spectacular ever created by man and visible in the 
southeastern sky from all of the U.S. 

"The Barium Cloud will momentarily push the earth's magnetic 
field out of the way," says University of California (Berkeley) 
physicist Forrest Mozer. "When the magnetic field comes rushing 
back in, atomic particles will be accelerated, producing a turb- 
ulent flow of plasma gas."" Sunlight striking the particules will 
reflect first red, then blue, in a cigar-shaped cloud that could 
be visible for 10 minutes. An artificial aurora display may also 
follow the injection, making the visible display even more spec- 
tacular and providing additional propagation effects. 

A Precise Date for the experiment has not yet been set, but 


‘it will be around the time of the new moon in early June. No 


plans have yet been announced for Amateur Radio propagation ex- 
periments, though some arrangements will surely be made. 


NATIONAL AMATEUR RADIO ALLIANCE is a newly formed organ- 
ization “to protect the interests of today's Radio Amateur" and 
"take an active role in adding new legislation for the benefit 
of the hobby." The first stated priority of the new group will 
be to hire a "full-time Washington lobbyist" to handle Amateur 
Radio matters, and retain a Washington attorney with an Amateur 
Radio background, according to its press release. 

The NARA Has Launched a recruiting drive; its stated goal is 
35,000 members before July at $10 a year. It will be putting 
out a monthly bulletin covering FCC matters and impartial equip- 
ment reviews. For. details write the NARA at 40 Deerfield Dr., 
Easton, CT 06612, or call Robert Stankus, NIAAR, (203) 261-4434. 

Many Amateurs Will probably remember Bob better under his 
former calls, WIGEY and W2VCZ.

ALMOST HALF THE AMATEUR VIOLATIONS for which citations were 
sent during a recent six-month period were for operation outside 
the authorized subband, according to an FCC review for HR Report. 
Next most frequent violation was failure to transmit required ID, 
almost 20%. Total violations observed, however, was only 192. 


BREWER LABS, RECENTLY SHUT DOWN by the FCC for manufacturing 
and marketing linears for meters, has been slapped with a 
permanent injunction against continued marketing of RF power amp1i 
fiers and amplifier kits by the court of the Eastern District of 
Oklahoma. In its injunction the court also included Brewer's "CW 
transmitters," which can be quickly converted to CB amplifiers. 

Such Devices Continue to pop up, however. DandA Manufactur- 
ing in Nebraska even a 140W, 20-meter, Novice!) CW trans- 
mitter in their line, and Tennessee Electronics in Memphis lists 
about three dozen linears from 30 to 5000 watts in its current 
inventory.

Friday June 13. Salvation Army HQTRS. 
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KALAMAZOO'S KILLER TORNADOS brought out a number of well- 
run ateur Radio communications operations across the spectrum 
from 3.5 to 148 MHz. Seventy-five and two meters carried the 
bulk of the emergency-generated traffic after a rush-hour series 
of twisters touched down in nearby Van Buren County, where 250 
were left homeless. In downtown Kalamazoo, five were killed and 
hundreds injured. Power and telephones in much of the city and 
surrounding areas were knocked out. 

The Great Lakes Traffic Net on 3932 was busy through the night 
and most of Wednesday with both emergency and health-and-welfare 
traffic. 3953 and 7240 also were in use as backup. On 2 meters 
Kalamazoo's WR8ABI on 146.19-79 was tied into Red Cross head- 
quarters through K80GB, providing a conduit for shorter haul 
communications. Two-meter simplex and the 147.96-36 repeater also 
carried local disaster traffic. Many long-haul messages were 
handled on 20 meters, with Kalamazoo stations checking into the 
14313 maritime mobile and 14332 YL nets on the hour and half hour 
respectively for incoming traffic for Kalamazoo residents. 

By Late Wednesday afternoon telephone service and power had 
been restored to most undamaged areas. With State Police and 
other relief organizations in place, the need for Amateur Radio 
assistance lessened considerably. However, at press time some 
health and welfare traffic continued on 3932 and it's likely 
that some Amateur Radio traffic will continue to be handled on 
various frequencies into the weekend. 

One Kalamazoo Amateur could owe his life to Amateur Radio. 
After hearing funnel clouds announced over an area repeater he 
left his business to race home, to an area bypassed by twisters. 
When he returned to his shop, however, it had been flattened! 
Other area Amateurs reported antennas down and structural damage, 
but most were able to get on and assist in the emergency. 

AIR-TO-AIR FAST-SCAN Al'v is a first claimed by ATV Magazine 
publisher KB9FO and two California Amateurs. KB9FO in Ais Cessna 
150 (newly registered as N73TV) and W6ORG and WB6BAP in their 
Cherokee Arrow worked each other late last month for about an 
hour while circling over Boulder Dam in southern Nevada. Henry 
also logged about 50 airborne ATV contacts with ground stations 
flying from Nevada to Washington, D.C. 


BRITAIN WILL HAVE A CB service shortly, as the Home Office 
announced last week that it will relax its long-standing objec- 
tions to establishing a Citizens Radio Service. When the new 
service will begin is uncertain, however, as the 27-MHz band is 
used in Britain for hospital paging — so another frequency 
range will have to be found. 

Though Britain Has Prohibited the use of CB radios, there 
are an estimated 50-60,000 CBers active in the British Isles, 
10,000 of them in London alone. Illegal CB operators have 
caused real problems to some Amateurs. During his-visit to 
London last month, HR Report Editor W9JUV was told "horror stories," 
by several stations he worked on 2 meters, about Amateurs whose 
cars had been confiscated and one Amateur who was even jailed by 


over-zealous bobbies who were convinced the Amateurs were actually 
illegal CBers. 


8941 AMERICAN and 396 CANADIAN AMATEURS, selected at random, 
have received a questionnaire From Florida State University 
under contract with the ARRL and the Long Range Planning Committee. 
The 36-question survey is designed to gather information about 
Amateurs, their operating preferences, opinions, and demographics, 
to plan for the future of Amateur Radio. Thanks CRRL Newsletter. 


ARRL MEMBERSHIP CLIMBED over 3000 in the past month, reversing 
the decline that began after last spring's dues increase.

Gir REPORT... 


A NEW COMMUNICATIONS ACT REWRITE bill, S-2827, has been in- 
troduced in the Senate by the Senate Communications Subcommittee. 
Combining the better and less controversial ideas of the previous 
rewrite proposals (S-611 and S-622), the new bill includes the 
10-year license term, authorizes the FCC to require TVI rejection 
standards for TV receivers, and—most important—gives the FCC 
authority to delegate license examination authority to nonemployees. 

The Full Text Of S-2827 appears in the June 13 issue of the Con- 

ressional Record. Because of the very pro-Amateur-Radio aspects 

of this revised bill, Amateurs are again urged to write their Sena- 
tors and Representatives as well as the Subcommittee Chairman, Sen. 
Ernest F. Hollings (D., South Carolina), and minority leader, Sen. 
Barry Goldwater. A complete list of the Senate Committee members 
who are directly concerned with S-2827 appears in the May, 1980, 
et editorial. Some Washington observers believe that, with suf- 

icient public support, S-2827 has a good chance of being passed 
by Congress this year. 


SSTV_ AND. FACSIMILE WOULD BE permitted on all Amateur voice 
frequencies above 3775 kHz, under a Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
adopted by the Commission June 3 and released this week. Personal 
Radio Docket 80-252 proposes dropping the present subband restric- 
tions on SSTV, meaning that Generals as well as Advanced and Extra 

) class licensees would be able to use that mode on 80 through 15 
meters. Facsimile would be permitted on the same frequencies thus 
opened to SSTV. 160 was not included in the NPRM at this time, as 
that band is still shared with Loran, Amateur Radio being a secon- 
dary user through 1981. Under the proposed rules change, band- 
width for either mode would be limited to SSB bandwidths below 
50 MHz, and to AM bandwidths above. 

Comment Due Date for PR Docket 80-252 is September 22, with 
Reply Comments due October 22.

A NEW FCC APPROACH TO JAMMERS, referenced in HR Report 2953 
is still being actively considered within the Commission. Based 
on a proposal made by the ARRL back in March, the plan involves 
Amateur assistance to the FCC's enforcement efforts in cases of 
malicious interference. It's been the subject of several meetings 
between the FCC's Field and Private Radio Bureaus and the Office 
of the General Counsel. 

A Principal Question is the legality of any such cooperative 
type program, since there are laws severely limiting government 
use of volunteer help. The General Counsel's Office is paying 
particular attention to this problem, while all three groups are 
reviewing the idea. At this time there's no indication when a 
decision on whether to proceed will be made. 


MILITARY USE OF AMATEUR and broadcast as backup communications 
links during an all-out war situation is proposed in the June 23 
issue of Aviation Week, Noting Amateur Radio's excellent per- 
formance record during natural disasters, the author of "U.S. 
Seeking Better Command Control Survivability" says his department 
plans to study a number of alternatives to the established mili- 
tary communications links for possible use.

FCC'S AMATEUR EXAM PASS RATE has been climbing steadily in 
recent months, after having remained fairly constant for years, 

a current FCC analysis of Field Office reports shows. Recently 
available study materials containing exact exam questions and 
answers is the only apparent reason for the shift, which is the 
cause of concern in both FCC and Amateur circles. There is con- 
siderable feeling that the increased pass rates are due mainly 

to memorization rather than understanding, which would result in 
unqualified applicants receiving Amateur licenses and the license 
itself being cheapened as a result. 

The New Exams That Came into use in June should at least temp- 
orarily curb the problem. If, however, the West Coast publisher 
who's been selling the question-and-answer sheets gets the new 
exams, a considerable investment of time and taxpayers' money will 
have gone for nought. The FCC's rules apparently have no pro- 
visions for protecting the security of its examinations. wp pre_eport

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A LAW PROHIBITING "INTERFERENCE by Radio Transmitter" has 7 
been enacted by the Township of Winslow, New Jersey, in the after- 
math of TVI/RFI problems experienced by a local Amateur, WB2SZK. 
Just over a year ago a neighbor complained of TVI plus interference 
to his stereo, electronic organ, and intercom. Stubs cured the TVI 
problem, but filters were only partially effective on the other | 
equipment. WB2SZK, after urging the neighbor to seek manufacturer's 
help with the remaining problems, was summoned to court in Noven- 
ber for violation of a township nuisance ordinance and ordered to 
stay off the air for 30 days pending FCC inspection. When he re- 
fused, he was fined $250 and costs. 
The FCC's Inspection in early December 


gave WB2SZK a clean 


bill o ealth, and the complainants were so advised. On Decem- 
ber 19 the township then adopted a new ordinance, Chapter 50-10.2, 
that makes it unlawful to transmit any radio signal that"...causes 
or creates electrical, visual or audible interference..." or ". 


annoys, disturbs or endangers the comfort, repose, health, peace, 
safety or general well being of others within the Township."' Any 
interference with "...receiving sets, musical instruments, phono- 
graphs or other machine..."’ is included under the ordinance's 
omnibus coverage. 

WB2SZK Was Again Summoned for hearing, this time under the new 
ordinance, in February. his request the FCC submitted a 1977 
Public Notice citing federal preemption of the control of radio 
transmissions to township officials, but to no avail. His attorney 
was able to obtain an interim injunction from the New Jersey Super- 
ior Court halting prosecution under the new ordinance, but at a 
May 2 hearing the Superior Court judge upheld the township ordi- 
nance on the grounds that there is no specific federal_preemption .

FREEDOM TO LISTEN TO RADIO communications would be drasti- 
cally curtailed by a new bill just introduced in the House Of Rep- 
resentatives. HR-7747, by Rep. Richard Preyer (D- North Carolina) 
and several co-sponsors, would “prohibit the unathorized reception 
of private radio communications." By prohibiting reception this 
new bill goes much further than Section 605 of the Communications 
Act, which is generally interpreted to ban the divul ing of the 
content of private radio communications. A very timely and inter- 
esting discussion of Section 605's meaning by K1VR, himself an 
attorney and president of a company dealing in home satellite 
receiving stations, appears in the just-out August CQ. 

Pressure To Ban Reception of various radio services has been 
ong time, most recently in connection with radar 
speed monitor detectors. Now pressure is coming from satellite 
TV distributors, worried that do-it-yourselfers will cut into 
their revenues. The Common Carrier Association for Telecommunica- 
tions has petitioned the FCC to criminally prosecute and fine 
W2NSD and several others for 73's publishing of an article last 
summer on MDS (Multipoint Distribution Systems). In California, 
National Subscription Television is suing a dozen or so suppliers 
of allegedly illegal satellite TV decoders. 

HR-7747 Has Been Referred to the House Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce and Judiciary for further action.

27-MHZ SSB EXPANSION was dealt a major setback aie boo 
Commission meeting Tuesday morning, while in the process, Amateur 

Radio received probably the most compliments it's had at an FCC 
meeting in a long time. Back in December the Commissioners had 
directed the staff to prepare a Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
on expansion of SSB-only CB channels, and Tuesday's meeting was 
to have approved that NPRM. It didn't work out that way. 
Proposed Were 25 New, SSB-Only CB channels on 5 kHz centers, 
between Power was to remain 12 watts PEP, but 
skip contacts with other U.S. and Canadian stations and VFO oper- 
ation (+2.5 kHz) would be permitted, and the five minute limit on 
contacts dropped. Examinations for the new service, proposed in 
the December discussion, were not included due to cost and the 
legal questions recently raised about FCC use of outside help. 
The Proposal Was In Trouble almost from the moment the meeting 
opened. Though strongly supported by the originating Private 
Radio Bureau and endorsed by the Office of the Chief Scientist, 
expansion ran into heavy opposition from Field Office Bureau 
Chief Jim McKinney for rewarding present illegal operators and 
not solving any real problems. He noted his monitors had already 
recorded comments from out-of-band operators that they planned 
to move away from any expansion to maintain "clear channels" and 
cited CB's lack of self-enforcement and consequent ignoring of 
the rules (as contrasted with Amateur Radio and its tradition 
of self-enforcement and respect for the rules). Commissioner 
Lee then agreed with McKinney's points, saying he couldn't sup- 
port the item while also complimenting traditional Amateur values. 
Chairman Ferris Again Noted the difficuity in distinguishing 
: , and that a few hundred thousand Amateurs had 
so many frequencies while millions of CBers had so few. Commis- 
Sioner Washburn objected to the proposed "OK" for skip contacts 
while Commissioner Brown questioned Chief Scientist Lukasik on 
xpansion's effect on TV channel 6. License exams were discussed 
at length, apparently concluding they're not possible. Commis- 
Sloner Quello then suggested the expansion proposal be brought 
back as a Notice of Inquiry, and when Private Radio Bureau Chief 
Carlos Roberts said he wasn't sure how that could be done, it was 
quickly pointed out that it would become an NOI or nothing! 

; The Complete Turnabout from a Commission that wanted expan- 
sion in December seems to signal a basic shift in attitude. The 
previous attitude that everyone had a right to wmlimited use of 
radio has been tempered by practical realities. Though the NOI does 
leave the door open to further consideration of expansion, an NOI 
has often meant the "kiss of death" for an unpopular proposal. 
Today’s action may well mean new impetus to UHF CB expansion. 


THE 27 MHZ SSB Notice Of Inquiry that's to be prepared to 
replace the NPRM that failed to pass at last week's special commis- 
sion meeting is supposed to consider four problem areas: 

1. AM/SSB Incompatibility and whether an exclusive SSB-only 
allocation wou solve that problem; 

2. Current Uses of the CB Service and whether some of its rules 
such as time and distance limitations should be modified to better 
meet current and future needs; 

3. Lack Of Discipline in the CB Service and whether testing as 
a part o licensing would help solve this problem; and 

4. Whether Some Sort of limited transmitter tuning on all chan- 
nels should be permitted to facilitate SSB user communicatione 


RESTRICTING PHONE PATCHES to limited portions of the Amateur 
phone bands has been rejected by the Commission, which dismissed 
a Petition for Rule Making filed by a Melbourne, Florida, Amateur 
by consent last week.

DEAR FELLOW ARRL MEMBER: a 


The annual meeting of the ARRL Board of Directors was held 

on January 17 & 18, 1980. It was again my pleasure, as your 
Director, to represent the Pacific Division as my second term 
begins. Many important matters that will effect the future of 
Amateur Radio were taken up during this meeting. The detailed 
minutes of the Board meeting were covered on pages 64 - 67 of 
the March QST. I do hope that you have read these minutes. If 
you should have any questions regarding the Boards actions 
feel free to call or write to me. 


At the start of this new decade, Amateur Radio is faced with 
a number of problems which can be solved by organization and 
hard work. Just for a starer, let us strive to change the 
image of Amateur Radio from a hobby to that of a service. 
Always remember that the International Regulations for Ama- 
teur Radio are further developed by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission rules and regulations. We, as Amateur Radio 
operators, are licensed to provide a service as expressed in 
Part 97.1 - Sub Part A. So let us develop our habits and 
attitudes to exemplify these parts of the FCC rules & reg- 
ulations. 


A positive club public relations program is one of the best 
methods to establish that Amateur Radio is a service. We 
should use all of the media available to us,to tell the story 
of our service, such as radio & TV stations, cable TV, news- 
Papers, civic club groups, and all levels of education in 

our areas. 


Each of us should start our own PR program by expounding the 
virtues of Amateur Radio as a service to all of our rela- 
tives, friends and neighbors on a daily basis. Who is better 
prepared to do this than the individual Amateur Radio oper- 
ator? As we are telling the story of Amateur Radio through 
the local media or with club activities is this the end of 
our efforts? NO !! We must lift our voices so they will be 
heard in every level of city, state, and national government. 
Can we do this as an individual amateur or club? Not Really. 
It is the same now as it has been for the last sixtyfive 
years. We must continue to band together, work as a team, < + 
under the banner of the American Radio Relay League our \ 
national organization. This is the only organization which 
brings thé amateurs of the United States together. Its sole 
purpose being, to provide a means common to all amateurs, 
regardless of our widely diversified interest, for the 
advancement, promotion, and protection of Amateur Radio. So 
our job as members of the League is to encourage newly lic- 
enced amateurs and old timers to join ARRL and become part 

of the team. Remember to tell them, that as a member, besides 
receiving the monthly journal QST there are other benefits. 
Here are four of the benefits for members: A, An insurance 
program for radio equipment, B. QSL service for sending over- 
seas DX cards, C. Oscar education material, D. A package of 
Legal assistant material. 


Let us set a goal to increase the Division membership to ten 
thousand during the next nine months. That would be about 
1500 new ARRL members. If every club increase their ARRL 
membership within their own club by about 20% we could reach 
Chise goal.) 73

THE REWRITE 1! YOU CAN HELP, TOO JI! 


The staff of the Senate Sub-Committee on Communication has 
put the final touches on its draft of the rewrite of the <_ 
Communications Act. It is bipartisan. The new bill combin 
the best parts of Senator Hollings, S - 611 and Senator 
Goldwaters, S - 622. This rewrite of the Act may be renum- 
bered. 


A number of the parts of the bill are of interest to the 
amateur. It will provide for the license to be issued for 
ten years. It also, qives the FCC the authority over the 
sale & manufacture of TV receivers susceptibility to Radio 
Freauency radiation. The most important portion of the 
rewritten bill would qive the FCC - "The authority to 
deleqate to qualified persons, by contract or otherwise, the 
preparation and administration of examinations for the 
Amateur Radio operator licenses and the issuance of tempor- 
ary authorization, but not license, to qualified applicants® 


You should write to your Senator now, urging that the pro- 

visions in the new bill affecting Amateur Radio be reported 
out of committee in a favorable manner and that these parts 
be enacted. 


However, this type of technical bill could be bypassed, in 
an election year in favor of a bill that would be more 
appealing to a greater number of their constituents. Ther—. 
fore, we must write to our Senators, especially those Baie 
Sub-Committee from the Pacific Division: Howard W. Cannon, 
D - Nevada, and Daniel K. Inouye, D - Hawaii. The Chairman 
of the Sub-Committee is Ernest F. Hollins, D - South 
Carolina.

UNAUTHORIZED RECEPTION OF SUBSCRIPTION TV signals is the sub- 
ject of an all-encompassing bill that’s just slipped through the 
California legislature and awaits Governor Brown's signature. 
Assembly Bill 3475, originally introduced May 1 by Assemblyman 
Levine of Santa Monica as a rider on a public utilities bill, 
would subject “any person who for profit manufactures, distrib- 
utes, or sells any device or plan or part for the knowing purpose 
of facilitating an unauthorized interception or decoding of sub- 
scription TV transmissions" to a fine of up to $2500 and up 
to 90 days in jail. This bill, which would become Section 593e 
of the California Penal Code, would become effective immediately 
to protect against the "illicit activities" of those who've been 
intercepting subscription TV signals. The bill was passed last 
week by the state assembly and this Wednesday by the Senate, and 
is now on Governor Brown's desk for signing into law. 

The Bill's Broad Wording poses a serious potential problem to 
Amateurs and other electronic experimenters, as it could have a 
very chilling effect on electronic parts sales and distribution. 
One parts distributor who'd been a defendant in the recent ON-TV 
suit (HRR 315) was told he'd be dismissed as a defendant if he'd 
give assurances that he'd sell no more UHF transistors to poten- 
tial "TV pirates''! Lawyers consulted about Assembly Bill 3475 
also feel it tntrudes into the federal preemption of telecommuni- 
cation controls, but that it will take expensive litigation to 
establish that and have it thrown out. 

California Amateurs Who ee Assembly Bill 3475 for its 
potential negative effect on Amateur experimentation and microwave 
work would be well advised to wire Governor Brown in Sacramento 
immediately and urge his veto. Thanks W9WU. 


FLORIDA VISITORS and residents alike will find Florida Skip's 
newly revised, statewide 2-meter repeater map a very useful tool. 
The map, recently updated by W4FXE, is available for a #10 SASE 
and 25¢ from Florida Skip, Box 501, Miami Springs, Flonaidas 33166. 


"10-METER FM FOR THE RADIO AMATEUR,'' by Dave Ingram, K4TWJ, 
is just out and apparently the first book published on this rel- 
atively recently popular operating mode. Coverage includes both 
commercial and surplus equipment, antennas, simplex, remote base 
and repeater operation, and even slow- and medium-scan TV. It's 
140 pages, costs $4.95 from Ham Radio's Bookstore and other TAB 
Books outlets. 


EXTENDING ID TIME PERIODS from the present 10 minutes to 15 
minutes has been proposed in a Petition for Rule Making filed 
last month with the FCC. Comments on the proposal, designated 
RM-3714, must reach the Commission by SEP Gene araes The required 
copy may be sent to petitioner John Gebuhr’c/o his attorney, 
Brian Zdan, 4817 Douglas Street, Omaha, Nebraska 68132. 


THREATS AND INDECENT LANGUAGE over the air have cost a Niagra 
Falls Amateur $2000 in Fines. Conflicts with users of a Buffalo 
repeater over foul language first escalated into some incidents 
of window breaking and tire slashing, eventually culminating in 
over-the-air threats to several repeater operators and their 
families. At that point the FBI was called in, and on December 
5 and 24, 1979, and January 16, 1980, they monitored WB2QHC making 
such threats over 2 meters. In addition, they heard him using 
obscene and indecent language on the air on December 19. 

After Hearing The FBI's evidence, WB2QHC pleaded guilty on all 
four counts in federal District Court. Federal Magistrate Edmund 
Maxwell then fined him $500, the maximum penalty, on each count. 
In its news release on the case the government noted that close 
cooperation between the Amateur community and the FBI was largely 
responsible for the successful conclusion. Thanks WB2CJL. 


PLANS FOR ANOTHER AMATEUR SATELLITE are accelerating, particu- 
larly in the U.5. and Germany. Almost all the contributors to 
the Phase III satellite have now volunteered to participate in 
the Phase III-B effort. Discussion is underway over whether this 
new satellite should be an exact "clone" of Phase III or revised 
in view of new capabilities and possibilities. However, the issue 
may not really be resolved until a specific launch opportunity is 
ensured, since satellite design depends on the vehicle. 

Greater Testing and burn-in seem almost certain for the new 
satellite, mtancine both performance and lifetime. AMSAT 's pleas 
for assistance have thus far been answered by qualified draftsmen 
and machinists, but still more professional help is needed. 


HURRICANE ALLEN FINALLY blew itself out on the South Texas 
coast Last weekend, after leaving death and destruction along 
its 2500-mile course, but Amateur Radio stayed with it all the 
way. During Allen's week-long journey, the dedicated Amateurs 
of the Hurricane Watch Net gave the Weather Bureau's Hurricane 
Center in Miami perhaps the best continuous rundown of a tropical 
storm's progress it's ever had. The Hurricane Center Amateur 
crew, led by WD4JNS, took reports directly from the net on 14325- 
while other storm-related information from other bands was passed 


in on 2 meters. 

One Particularly Dramatic Contact came Saturday evening, when 
Chief Forecaster Dr. Richard Hagen of the Brownsville Weather 
Bureau used WD5CLD to confer at length with Miami hurricane spec- 
ialist Dr. Joseph Pelissiar, on WD4JNS/4, about the significance 
of Allen's having stopped 30 miles off Brownsville. 

Some Of The More Active contributors to the Hurricane net not 
already cited were HH2MC, HH2BM/HH6, 6Y5RS, WB2O0YL/6Y5, ZF1BC, 
ZF1MA, ZF2AT, CO2KK, KP4USN, XE3A, XE3CT, XE3LK, VP1JJ, and 
KMIND/4 in Key West. Amateur Radio's contribution during one 
of this century's strongest hurricanes received widespread recog- 
nition in the media. NBC showed the Hurricane Center's Amateur 
station in operation on its Saturday night news, while W4ZR made 
TV news on Wednesday getting from-the-scene damage reports from 
HH2MC and 6Y5RS on 20 meters. Similar scenes were repeated across 
the country, as TV news teams found that local Amateur stations 
gave their storm coverage an immediacy not otherwise available. 

Intentional Interference Was the only negative aspect of what 
was otherwise an outstanding Amateur operation. Carriers, VFO 
swishing, and even some music interfered with net operations at 
times, though relays from net stations outside the interferer's 
skip zone minimized the problem. At least one of the jammers, 
whose life-threatening behavior is beyond understanding, suppos-- 
edly has been identified and will be charged shortly. 


A NEW 10 GHZ DX RECORD, 757 km, was set July 12 when IQMSNY/7 
worked IW3EHQ/3 and I3SOY/3. Ten milliwatt Gunnplexers and one- 
meter dishes were used at both ends, from Brindisi on the south 
end to Col Visentin in the Italian Alps on the north. The former 
10-GHz record, 633 km, was also held by Italians. Thanks WICF. 

A New Meteor Scatter Record is reported to have been estab- 


lished Monday night, when VELASJ worked England during the Perseid 


meteor shower. No further details were available at press time. 


TWO PHONE BAND EXPANSIONS and 10 MHz for CW/RTTY only will be 
sought from the FCC, ARRL directors voted at their Seattle meet- 
ing last week. Planned are petitions to give General, Advanced, 
and Extra class licensees 10.1-10.15 MHz for CW and RTTY, with a 
maximum input of 250 watts. They'll also seek 20 meter phone ex- 
pansion, with Extras to have 14150 up, Advanced 14175 up, and 
General all above 14225. On 40, a new slot for Extra Class Phone, 
7075-7100, will also be suggested. 


PLAIN ENGLISH AMATEUR RULES continue to move along at the FCC, 
with a draft covering the Amateur Satellite Service and RACES 
as well, now circulating within the Commission. If this draft 
doesn't run into too much trouble, it's possible it could be out 
for public comment as soon as late fall. Plain English rules 
for both the CB and VHF Marine Services are already in effect, 
and the final version of the Radio Control rules should be out soon. 


In Washington, The FCC has also come out against non-paying 
users of subscription TV signals with a Public Notice released 
August 15, the day after the California Federal Court dismissed 
the pay TV industry's lawsuit against decoder manufacturers and 
distributors. In it they "caution" the distributors and users of 
unauthorized receiving equipment that "such devices in a form not 
approved by the Commission" might subject users, sellers or manu- 
facturers to a $500-a-day fine. As such devices are add-ons to 
existing TV receivers it's far from clear as to how the FCC juris- 
diction applies to them, and the rules citation in that Public 
Notice applies only to the transmission of pay TV signals—not 
their reception. 

_ HR-3477, The Federal Bill discussed in HR Report 312, is also 
directed toward unauthorized users of subscription telecommuni- 
cations, a point not made in our original report due to the vague 
wording in published news reports. Like the California bill, its 
sometimes ambiguous language could also cause problems for Amateurs.

FCC'S CW EXAMS ARE CHANGING from the present multiple-choice 
format to “fill in the blank" effective this Sunday, September 
28. At the same time the passing grade on the new 10-question 
exam is being reduced from 80% to 70%. Basis for the change was 
a detailed study of Amateur, exam takers made earlier this year, 
which indicated applicants who were competent at the required 
code speed would pass the new exam with ease, while those who 
weren't could rarely guess their way to a passing grade. 

Recent Pass Rate Figures for Amateur exams from two FCC Field 
Offices, though a limited sample, are quite interesting. While 
over two-thirds taking the combined Elements 2 and 3 exam—Tech- 
nician/General without previous Novice—passed; only 43% of those 
who already had a Novice license did so. Less than 25% of the 
Advanced Class applicants made the grade, but a third of those 
going for Extra in Chicago passed—while a whopping 73% (eight 
out of 11) Denver Extra Class applicants made it. 

Part Of These Unusual Results may be due to the introduction 
of new exams this spring. It"*s also a common practice to take 
an exam for "practice," before being fully prepared for it. 


CALIFORNIA'S TOUGH ANTI-SUBSCRIPTION TV interception bill was 
not signed into law by Governor Brown September 5, according to 
a spokesman for the governor's office. However, all major West 
Coast news services had carried the story of its signing two weeks 
ago, with reports appearing on both TV and radio. 


Where This Discrepancy originated—or even whether the bill 
has actually been signed or not—was quite unclear at press time. 


A TRAFFIC FERRYBOAT SINKING near Isla Aquada off the Yucatan 
Pennisula claimed the life of XE3R and about 40 others August 23, 
but Mexican authorities credit a quick-thinking Amateur with 
averting an even higher toll in the disaster. -Screams in the 
dark of a rainy evening brought XE3CA to the water's edge, where 
he spotted the ferry sinking about a half mile offshore. He 
jumped into XE3R's nearby parked car and via 2 meters alerted 
club station XE3RA, whose operator notified authorities. The 
death toll would have been even worse if it hadn't’ been for the 
quick call from XE3CA and the aid of other Amateurs who heard 
his call and rushed to help in rescue work. Thanks W5XW.

10.1 MHZ OPERATION BY TWO CANADIAN Amateurs has been approved 
by the Department of Communications and should be authorized very 
soon. In response to a proposal by VE30B, the DoC has agreed to 
issue him and VE3DPB VE9 licenses in the experimental services and 
permit them to operate using very narrow band, low bit rate digi- 
tal communications anywhere in the 10.1-10.15 MHz future Amateur 
band. They'll be experimenting with digital data transmission 
in the presence of QRM, and are prepared to set up for possible 
24-hour-a-day communications using computer-controlled stations. 

Operation On Any Frequency within the 50-kHz-wide band will 
be permitted the two experimenters, as the 5-watt limit on output 
power is unlikely to cause other band occupants problems. ~As 
both stations are in the Ottawa area, propagation between them 
should not be a factor, but the effects of propagation on other 
interfering signals should provide useful information on problems 
of digital data communications on the HF bands. 

» Their VE9 Experimental licenses, which will be valid for a 
year, should be tssued around the end of September, and the two 
experimenters will be ready to begin work within a few days after 
their receipt. Regular Amateur use of 30 meters is not scheduled 
to begin until January 1, 1982. Thanks VE3QB. 


MORE-FCC LICENSE FEE REFUNDS are to begin shortly, as the 
Commission begins Phase II of its fee refund program. Under the 
Phase II program, all applicants who paid the FCC license fees 
of more than $4 but less than $20 between August 1, 1970, and 
February 28, 1975, are eligible for refunds. Almost all Amateurs 
who held licenses during that period should have a refund coming, 
but CBers, whose license was only $4, will not. 

To Apply For A Refund, request an instruction book with refund 
form from any FCC Field Office, or write the FCC Fee Refund Pro- 
eramy(Phasemil)’ Box’ 19209; Washington; D¢ Cy 20036. Spécific 
questions about the program can be answered by calling a special 
toll-free number, (800) 424-2901. Applications will be accepted 
until December 15, 1982, though applicants are urged to submit 
requests before next September 1. As a very large number of re- 
quests are expected, applicants should expect considerable delay. 

Phase I Of The Refund program, tecently completed, resulted 
in about $49,000,000 being returned to FCC licensees. 
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FCC'S SPANISH LANGUAGE EXAMS should and will be continued, 
the Commissioners agreed unanimously at their Wednesday meeting. 
The Spanish-language exam question was on the agenda as a result 
of two petitions for rule making, one to have a requirement that 
exams be available in Spanish be added to Part 97 of the rules 
(filed by ARRL), and the other—filed by SIRA—that all exams from 
Technician through Extra class be offered in Spanish. Both peti- 
tions were dismissed as moot, since the Spanish-language exam pro- 
gram is now well established—though it may be late next year before 
an Extra class exam is available in Spanish. 

A Spanish Translation Of Part 97, the Amateur Radio rules, 
has been made and a Spanish edition of the rules is in prepara- 
tion by FCC's Office of Consumer Affairs. A release date has 
not yet been set. 


ANOTHER GRIZZLY PEAK JAMMER has been nabbed by the San Fran- 
cisco FCC Field Operations Bureau. According to an FCC release, 
the jammer was tracked down on July 23 when FCC engineers monitored 
the transmission of "party" records or tapes on the input of 
WB6AAE/R. The transmissions were then traced to a downtown San 
Francisco apartment. The jammer (not identified in the release) 
was unlicensed and bootlegging the call of another Bay Area ham. 


This Is The Third Jammer to be picked off the Grizzly Peak 
machine in the past four months (HRR 315).° Thanks N6SF.

All of these ideas have worked and once put in gear, take 
very little effort to keep up. The format agreed upon for the 
meeting has to be adhered to as closely as possible or the 


meetings will drift back to where they started. If the 
business portion of the meeting cannot be conducted in the 
time period allowed, the remaining items on the agenda need 
to be left for the next meeting or delegated to committees 
of two or three individuals. Did |! forget to mention an 
agenda before? Must be my creeping senility again. An 
agenda, no matter how bare or brief, helps to speed either 
portion of the meeting along. The president should prepare 
one as well as the speaker so that things can be kept from 
drifting off in unimportant directions. Post your agenda 
on a blackboard or large sign at the front of the room - or 
circulate copies to all members before the meeting starts. 


These basic ideas will not only perk up the club meet- 
ing but attendance, membership and participation as well. 
Agree upon a structured format and stick to it; supply 
something interesting or entertaining to attract people and 
let those who are not there know what they are missing. 
Other mini-ideas include offering a callbook as a door prize 
or having the meeting in the park (great for an outdoor 
demonstration) or at a member's home for a close look at 
his moonbounce set up.

Due to the conflicting reports released by 
Bay Area electronic media concerning release 
of toxic fumes from the explosion site a 
standby alert was put into effect. The 4Cs 
repeater was placed on emergency status with 
WA6KQB - Gabe acting as net control. Within 
minutes after activating that repeater 2 mtr 
communications were established with every 
adjacent county in the North Bay Area and 

a large number of mobile rigs were made 
ready to roll.

W6QOL in Placentia, Calif. has won"an 
important antenna victory" according to 
W6QOL claimed that the city of 
Placentia was violating his right to free 
speech by passing an ordinance making his 
antenna installation illegal. There is 
quite a bit more to the story in HRR, but 
the upshot of the matter is that W6QOL's 
attorney (K6JAN) prevailed with his civil 
rights argument, and a federal judge set 
aside the City's ordinance and ordered 
the City to pay the ham's attorney fees 
and costs.

These changes will not become effective 
until the FCC publishes and distributes 
the proposed new rules in the Fed Register 
and in the FCC Report (Hence the $377,000 
their looking for). ----- TNX HRR.
